2, Under the \erras of NSC 58l6, which states that the Staff 
should be ‘'composed of individuals assigned by the member agencies, 
as required by the Director, " Cl a has supplied a full-time Staff 
member, although none m the other civilian agencies has done so, 

I continue to believe tmt the Staff should be supplied with the 
best intelligence which the US Government can provide, and that I 
should continue to have a ins^etent professional intelligence officer 
associated with your staff, 

3, I would appreciate yoi^views on the possibility of modii^ng 
somewliat the role of the ClA offxqer whom I would like to assign to 
this responsibility. It appears t\ me that much of the work of the 
Staff is confined to military operauS^nal analysis best performed by 
professional military personnel, The\^telligence ingredient in this 
analysis is inportant, and where it is shelved, I am certain it is 
most helpful to have a professional intelligence office r at hand.
